Brush fire destroys an acre, 
coming close to two museums 


Fire departments from Arcadia, Monrovia, El 
Monte, Los Angeles County and the U.S. Forest 
Service brought mutual aid to Sierra Madre, Friday, 
May 14, at 3:18 p.m., when members of the Sierra 
Madre Volunteer Fire Department were dispatched 
to a structure fire in the 100 block of Mira Monte. 

Twenty-eight firefighters from Sierra Madre 
responded on three engines, one rescue and one 
water tender, and were aided by four additional 
engines and 20 firefighters from surrounding depart¬ 
ments to put down the wild fire that roared up the 
hill just behind Richardson House and Lizzie’s Tavern, 
both historic structures in Sierra Madre. 

Brush snapped and crackled as the fire ate up 
the grass, jumping to palm trees, and destroying 
just over an acre of cover. The fire was stopped 15 
feet from a home on Mt. Wilson Trail Road. 

The fire was quickly contained and extinguished, 
and the helicopter hovering overhead with extin¬ 
guishing liquid was not needed. 

Assistant Chief Bob Spears was the first to arrive 
on the scene and immediately called for mutual aid. 
The first arriving engine stretched hose lines to begin 
attacking the fire. The second engine was sent up on 


Mt. Wilson Trail Road to protect the homes in the 
400 block of the road. 

Firefighters remained on the scene until 5:30 
p.m., overhauling the fire. 

During that time, firefighters found three small 
kittens. The tiretigiiic»» gaw of 
oxygen and all three kittens are now “doing fine,” 
according to the department. 

Firefighters remind the community, “This is the 
beginning of brush season and we are currently sending 
out brush abatement notices. With the large amount 
of rain over the winter there is a lot of light flashy 
fuels in the hillsides. In the next few months the 
vegetation will dry out and add to the already high 
fire load in the hills.” 

The Third Annual Brush Fire Awareness Night 
is scheduled for Wednesday, June 30, at 7 p.m. at 
Station 41. By attending this night, residents of 
Sierra Madre living in the brush areas can learn what 
the Fire Department does in case of a brush fire, 
how to prevent a brush fire from occurring and 
what to do in case one occurs. 

Residents are urged to place that date on their 
calendars.

Signs posted on URM buildings remind owners, tenants of danger 


Signs have been posted on all Unreinforced 
Masonry Buildings (URM) after notifying property 
owners that they were required to post the signs, 
said Steve Pock, Sierra Madre building official, 
Tuesday morning. He said that all of the signs - on 
28 buildings - were posted as of Monday evening. 

“The list changes as more and more building 
owners cooperate,” Pock explained. 

Sierra Madre commercial building owners have

Mixer May 20 
at Prudential DB 

Prudential DB Real Estate will host the 
Main Street Chamber of Commerce mixer on 
Thursday, May 20, at their Sierra Madre offices 
at 147 W. Sierra Madre Blvd. 

Dan Bryant, president of the company, 
says there will be live entertainment and invites 
all foothill residents to “learn what's nc« at 
Prudential.” He also says there will be lots 
of food available. 

The chamber charges $3.50 for two drink 
tickets and snacks. 

An original watercolor donated by Daryl 
Bryant, well-known Southern California artist 
and wife of Dan Bryant, will also be given away. 
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until Aug. 1, 1993, to upgrade their buildings that 
have been designated URM and so far 10 are either 
finished or demolished, said Pock. The deadline is 
now 2!/2 months away. 

These signs, now posted, say, “Unreinforced 
masonry buildings may be unsafe in the event of a 
major earthquake, by order of Section 8875.8 (a) of 
the State of California Government Code.” 

Pock explained that there are three categories: 
“work in progress,”“working with engineers,” and 
“plan check.” 

“Work in progress” means that a permit has 
been issued and that the building is currently under 
seismic rehabilitation construction. 


“Working with engineers” means that there are 
no permits and no plan check but that the owners 
are working with engineers to get the seismic rehabili¬ 
tation plan established. 

“Plan check,” according to Pock, means that 
the plans have been designed by the engineers and 
the owners are in the process of getting plan check 
approval. 

The buildings where these signs are posted and 
the designation of progress are as follows: 29 N. Baldwin, 
plan check; 31 N. Baldwin, work in progrss; 34 N. 
Baldwin, working with engineers to establish rehabili¬ 
tation plan; 35 N. Baldwin, work in progress; 41, 43 
and 45 N. Baldwin, plan check. 


Sullivans to ask Commission 
for storage construction approval 


Bill and Marie Sullivan come before the Planning 
Commission this evening, Thursday, May 20, at 
7:30 p.m., to request approval of a Conditional 
Use Permit to construct a mixed use facility of storage 
units and retail outlets, service or light manufac¬ 
turing use. 

The Sullivans have purchased the parking lot 
of Scott Aviation at 130 E. Montecito Ave. and 
hope to convert the 28,000-sq.-ft. area “as soon as 
possible,” Bill told The News Tuesday. The area 
is 192 feet by 150 feet. 

The self storage units will be in two sizes: 5 ft. x 
8 ft. and 10 ft. X 20 ft. 

“We have had nothing but good response,” 
Sullivan said Tuesday, and added that as far as he 
can research, the last development in that area was 
completed in 1967. That does not include a remodel 
by Griffin and Sons, he added. 

Other public hearings slated for this evening are 
a Conditional Use Permit to construct an addition 
consisting of a two-story home to exceed 3500 square 


feet by Gary Miller at 690 Oakwood Dr.; and a con¬ 
ditional Use Permit to construct a new home in excess 
of 3500 square feet at 260 Carter by Fred Crockett. 

Continued public hearings are Wendell and Carol 
Stanton’s request for a height variance to construct 
a retaining wall at 664 Canyon Crest Dr.; a side 
street side yard variance for two-car parking by John 
Reed at 765 Alta Vista Dr.; and a side yard and 
front yard variance to construct a wood deck by 
Diane Bossart at 465 E. Highland Ave. 

Douglas Delahooke requests confirmation of a 
pre-existing structure with an R-1 use located within 
the C zone at 83 Sierra Madre Blvd. 

The Planning Department recommends that the 
Planning Commission set the General Plan, Housing 
Element before their June 17 meeting in the form of a 
public hearing. It also recommends that the proposed 
ordinance be defined concerning variable side yard 
setback, Conditional Use Permit for basement and 
under floor space, also on June 17. 


Kurtz new SNF administrator 


Sharon Kurtz has been appointed the new admin¬ 
istrator for Sierra Madre Skilled Nursing Facility 
(SNF) in Sierra Madre. Methodist Hospital, with 
which the SNF unit is affiliated, made the announce¬ 
ment this week. 

Dennis Lee, executive vice president and adminis¬ 
trator of Methodist Hospital, welcomed Kurtz at an 
afternoon reception in her honor on May 13. 

Kurtz was born in Los Angeles and raised in 
Alhambra, and she brings 20 years of experience 
in multidisciplinary healthcare operations to her new 
position. She was formerly an administrator with 
Regency Health Services in Glendora and helped 
establish the Signs of Life program through a fund¬ 
raising campaign and community donations there. 
Sign of Life is designated to provide easy access to 
individualized medical information during an emer¬ 
gency. 

As an on-going bilingual project. Sign of Life 
provides community members with donated prescrip¬ 


tion bottles, a special form to outline important 
medical information, such as allergies, and signs 
for posting in a home or automobile window alerting 
paramedics that this vital information is available 
to them. The completed form goes in the bottle, and 
is labeled and kept in the refrigerator or glove compart¬ 
ment where emergency medical teams can easily 
access it to aid them during treatment. 

The facility, located at 225 W. Sierra Madre 
Blvd., Sierra Madre, has 58 beds and provides a range 
of rehabilitation services for the community as well 
as long-term care. 

“1 look forward to overseeing the operations here 
in Sierra Madre,” said Kurtz. “One of my biggest 
goals is to focus on the already solid association 
the Nursing Facility has with the people of this 
community.”

The property at 83 W. Sierra Madre Blvd., a 
rear building that is adobe block, was formerly 
commercial and is now being used as a residential 
rental.

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Green lawns, plants 
urged as brush fire 
season nears 

As the annual brush fire season ap¬ 
proaches, property owners are advised 
either to plant or maintain a drought- 
resistant green lawn, and remove all dead 
plants and trees as part of their home’s 
fire barrier, according to the California 
FAIR Plan, a statewide fire insurance 
pool that insmes properties in designated 
brush areas. 

Last week’s brush fire reminds us 
of the need to take special care in this 
fire season. 

The establishment of a green lawn 
that extends 50 to 100 feet from the home 
is preferred. If this is impractical, the 
FAIR Plan recommends the planting of 
fire retardant plants. Although some 
native plants are fire-retardant, many 
tend to be dry, woody, and combustible 
in nature. Check with your local nursery 
for the types of green plants best suited 
for brush areas. 

Property owners in brush or wild¬ 
land areas should avoid planting trees 
or tall shrubs next to the house, despite 
the natural inclination to use them for 
visual or sound barriers to adjacent 
homes, or for shade purposes. 

The FAIR Plan also recommends 
trimming back any dead wood from tree 
bark or branches, and removing stacks 
of firewood away from the exterior walls 
of the home. Persons should also clear 
both sides of the driveway of any brush 
or overgrown bushes to provide better 
access for emergency vehicles. 

Property owners should also ensure 
that an address-plate with fluorescent 
numbers is visible from the curb - par¬ 
ticularly if the property is located 
towards the rear of the lot - to assist fire 
service’s response.

The-House-By-The-Sea

In May of 1933, an architect friend of mine 
decided to build a house at Emerald Bay, then 
a small but very upscale community adjacent 
to Laguna Beach. I had worked for him before, 
so was thrilled and flattered when he asked me 
to do the painting on his new home. There 
were complications from the start. He set a 
deadline of September 1, as he and his wife 
wanted to spend at least a portion of the season 
in the new home. This automatically created 
an atmosphere of organized chaos and confusion, 
but thanks to some excellent workmen under the 
supervision of an irascible old carpenter, the job 
got off to a good start and progressed unexpect¬ 
edly well. 

At first I went back and forth just often 
enough to catch up on the necessary priming, 
but by mid-July it was evident that I would have 
to be on the job fulltime. Since staying at a 
hotel was out of the question financially I rented 
a space back of the Laguna Beach Library. A 
small tent, furnished with a canvas cot and some 
bedding would be where I would sleep five nights 
a week all summer. The rent was one dollar per 
week. I left each Saturday night and returned 
early the following Monday, and not once was 
the tent or my belongings disturbed. 

The daily routine began..., go to the job real 


early and work until the carpenters chased me 
off. Then a 35-cent breakfast in Laguna and back 
to the job where I puttered until the carpenters 
were gone, and work until dark. After a 75-cent 
dinner, I strolled the dark beach for a short 
time before going to bed. Every day was a long, 
hard day. 

With two weeks to go before the deadline, 
the work took on a frantic pace. The owner, 
mistakenly thinking he would reward the work¬ 
men and at the same time speed things up, brought 
some expensive liquor to the job. There were 
contretempts, to put it mildly. The first victim 
of the misplaced generosity was the man who 
built and installed the door of the two-car garage. 
In an alcoholic fog, he hung the door upside 
down, drove back to Los Angeles and had to 
make another round trip of 120 miles to correct 
his boozy mistake. His profit on the door must 
have been small, indeed. The next casualty 
was the plumber. On his last day on the job 
he, too, imbided not wisely but too well. He 
managed to connect the waterheater with the 
outside waterline, a fact I painfully learned 
when I attempted to wash my hands at an out¬ 
side faucet. In the meantime, he went down to 
the beach, took a swim, fell asleep and was 
carried away on a stretcher with a monumental 
case of sunburn. He had a narrow escape from 
a long stay in a hospital.

were reinforced. Pock explained. If they did not 
reply, their buildings remained on the list. 

“Actually, 1 think the process of retrofitting 
the URM buildings is going rather well.” Pock said 
Tuesday morning. “Most of the property owners 
are understanding. A few are concerned about how 
the new signs on the front windows will affect their 
business.” 

When asked if any buildings will be closed down. 
Pock explained that he had been talking with city 
administration, who, in turn, are talking with the 
City Council. 

“There are no definite procedures yet,” he 
reported. “We might go for a nuisance abatement 
or condemnation. There is no definite procedure 
but Aug. 1,1993, is the magic date.” 


Some of Sierra Madre is under bed rock but 
basically the town is on aleuvial sand which is rock, 
sand and dirt washed down from the mountains. 
Pock explained. 

If a 3-point earthquake hit us and lasted 13 to 
20 seconds. Pock predicts a small amount of damage. 
If the quake lasted three minutes, there would be 
extensive damage. He pointed to the areas that were 
hardest hit in the Sierra Madre earthquake: Lima 
and Sunnyside. 

“It depends upon the location, the direction and 
the geological strate,” he said. 

“Everybody’s working real hard to bring their 
buildings into compliance,” Pock reported. To the 
answer of what is holding them up. Pock answered,

Barney was dealing with 
a shopworn topic-truth. 
I say shopworn only 
because it is, and has 
been, talked about with 
relatively little results. 
Our culture has come to 
wink at the truth and 
to operate in the gray 
area as the accepted way 
of life. This is true 
of our business and per¬ 
sonal relationships. Pastor 
related that there were 
three kinds of truth: False 
truth, which are things 
that mislead; Legitimate 
truth, which deals with 
the realities of life; Ulti¬ 
mate truth, which relates 
to the eternal and Godly 
truths. It is this latter 
truth that the church pri¬ 
marily deals with and the 
other two, secondarily. 

Pastor dealt specifically 
with the truth in relation¬ 
ships and that honesty 
in the relationship must 
be a prerequisite for it 
to succeed. Honesty in 
a relationship imparts 
intimacy and we must be 
intimate and honest, in 


order to narrow the gap 
with people. It is imper¬ 
ative that we establish 
a truthful rapport with 
people. Truch predicates 
a firm foundation upon 
which friendship can be 
built. Barney went on to 
establish an acrostic on 
the word truth and they 
established the basis for 
a healthy relationship. 
“T” for think-think 
before you speak and then 
present your position so 
you’ll be heard. “R” 
for regard - you must have 
a genuine regard to whom 
you speak. “U” for up¬ 
build up in your speech 
and don’t tear down and 
then they will hear you 
better and clearer. “T” 
for timing-this is a simple 
axiom, there is a time to 
share and a time to shut 
iq). “H” for helps - sharing 
the truth with the right 
motive will help and not 
hinder someone. So use 
the truth as the basis 
for your intimacies and 
use T-R-U-T-H as the 
rules governing these 
relationships.

music that has evolved 
over the centuries in the 
Anglican liturgy, and 
will be performed at 
Ascension Church at an 
evening performance on 
Sunday, May 23.

chaeologists claim 
ceremonial religious 
music predates recorded 
history, much of the 
choral music performed 
by the Ascension Church 
Choir only dates back to 
medieval times.

There is plenty to 
strike an outsider funny 
about opera. The plots 
are generally 19th cen¬ 
tury soap opera. As 
Ward says “love, hate, 
murder, passion, 
adultery, all that good 
stuff.” Some of the best 
are based on old French 
melodrama, all slowed 
down and, if you are a 
fan, enhanced by long 
periods of throat 
stretching song. (My 
personal favorite as silty 


moments go, is in 
Purcell’s “Dido and 
Aeneas” where it starts 
to rain on a hunting par¬ 
ty and it takes them 10 
minutes to sing “Quick, 
let’s get out of the 
rain!.”) 

Ward is an excellent 
singer and a passionate 
actress, but could pro¬ 
bably not keep a straight 
face through an entire 
opera. 

As it is she can, and 
does, pick only the most 
luscious bits: “Muzetta’s 
Waltz” from ‘‘La 
Boheme,” Vici D’arte”

from “Tosca,” “Sempre 
Libera” from “La 
Traviata” and Carmen’s 
“Seguidilla” among 
others. In a rich duet 
from “Lakme,” she 
sings a duet with herself, 
via tape recorder, as 
both a soprano and a 
mezzosoprano. 

It’s an effective in¬ 
troduction to opera for 
beginners, made even 
more palatable by 
Ward’s irreverent com¬ 
mentary. 

B.J. Ward appeared at 
the Playhouse last season 
and this performance is 
labeled “More Stand-Up 
Opera.” Her voice is 
even better this year and 
she sings a slightly dif¬ 
ferent repertoire, but 
nearly all her jokes were 
a repeat. They are good 
jokes (“1 have really suf¬ 
fered for my art. Now 
it’s your turn.”) and a 
routine using sign 
language to point out 
that difficult spots in an 
aria are educational as 
well as funny, but they 
lose the illusion of spon¬ 
taneity, and one begins 


to suspect that they are 
the same ones she started 
out with in her home 
concerts. 

The first time through 
is fun, though, and if she 
shows up again, which 
she will, go to see her if 
you haven’t. Or maybe 
next time she will have 
thought up some new 
gems from this fertile 
field. 

Grand Opera demands 
such a miraculous con¬ 
centration! An entire live 
orchestra must all hit the 
right notes at the right 
time in difficult music, 
as must several sets of 
vocal cords; singers must 
also move and act, 
everything on stage must 
work appropriately, 
lights must go on and off 
on precise cues. What 
professionals take for 
granted would boggle the 
minds of an audience if 
they really thought about 
it. It’s what gives live 
theater an inevitable, but 
spicy, aura of risk. And 
surely it can engender 
more than one set of 
jokes.

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Dear Dr. Tami, 

I have a two year old labrador mix that 1 think is preg¬ 
nant. How long is a dog pregnant and do you have any 
helpful hints for the care of the mother and the pups? 

The gestation period for dogs is approximately sixty 
throe days. The length of time for whelping is variable. 
Normally, pupa are born approximately thirty to sixty 
minutes apart. However, many times the dam may take a 
break anci sleep for a few houra before finishing. It is 
important that if she actively strains for more than thir¬ 
ty to forty five minutes without producing a pup that she 
be taken to a veterinarian. 

There may be a puppy lodged in the birth canal. It is 
also important to make sure the mother removes the 
amniotic sac from the pupa as soon as they are born so 
they do not suffocate. A placenta should come out with 
each puppy. If not, a retained placenta can lead to a seri¬ 
ous uterine infection. It is a good idea to have the moth¬ 
er and pups checked to make sure there are no more 
pups in tne uterus and to make sure the pups are 
healthy. The puppies should nurse regularly. The mam- 
mao glands should be checked regularly to make sure 
there is no rod or yellow discharge. This may be a sign 
of an infection. The mother should be fed puppy food 
while nursing to help maintain her body weight. The 
puppies are usually weaned at about six weeks of age 
and vaccines should start at about six to eight weeks of 
age.
